released by the Federal Deposit In¬ 
surance corporation reveals that 20,000 
depositors of closed insured hanks 
have been paid their insured ihqKtfits 
in the first 17 mouths of deposit in 
sura nee. 

They were depositors in 17 (dosed 
hunks which the insurance corporation 
had taken over tip to May Jit. and 
their insured claims totalled more 
than two and a quarter million dollars 
In all there have been Uo.OOO depositors 
these hanks whose estimated in¬ 
sured funds amount to about two and 
i half million dollars. 

Payment »r claims by the F.D.I.f. 
L i- started within ail average time of 
a week of the day tile hanks dosed, 
tlie report shows. Ii further reveals 
that in the last hank to he taken over 
h\ the insurance corporation all hut 
sixty dollars of insured money lms 
la* n paid to depositors. The pay off 
began mi May IB and all lait twelve 
of its de|sisitors had received a settle¬ 
ment i f their claim on the last day of 
the mouth. 

Approximate total deposits in all tlit* 
dosed insured hanks are $8,700,000.

Roosevelt’s understatement of the 
probable effects of requiring former 
code conditions on the part of all hav¬ 
ing government contracts had two ob¬ 
jectives—one to provide a constant 
contrast between what the codes would 
do If they were In legal elTect. the oth¬ 
er to prevent these same “false hopes.*’ 

Experts believe 1 per cent—the fig¬ 
ure used by the President ns the dollar 
volume of government contracts to to¬ 
tal production—far understates the ac¬ 
tual effect on employees. Amendments 
are being drafted to the bill to pro¬ 
vide that no one can get a government 
contract who buys any of the mate¬ 
rials used from a concern not comply¬ 
ing with former code standards. 

Incidentally the government will be 
in a stronger position In enforcing 
these “code" requirements from gov¬ 
ernment contractors than was NRA 
e\en at the height of its power. For 
this time there will be law behind 
them, so that the comptroller gen¬ 
eral will not t»e able—lawyers agree— 
to overrule contracts on the ground 
that the specifications were not broad 
enough, or that the contract was not 
awarded to the lowest bidder. As in 
the automobile cases.

Now, the former senator declares, 

If a constitutional amendment were to 
be submitted granting the federal gov¬ 
ernment the power to regulate mini¬ 
mum wages, maximum hours, and fair 
trade practices sought under the code 
system, he would take the stump 
ugalnst ratification of such an amend¬ 
ment. 

All of which Is significant In con¬ 
nection with a former dispatch In 
which opposition to such a constitu¬ 
tional change In Massachusetts. Maine, 
Vermont. New Jersey, Maryland. Dela¬ 
ware, Virginia and Georgia was out¬ 
lined. 

The truth Is It Is very difficult to 
pass any constitutional amendment 
over which there Is a real, nationwide 
battle. Most people do not consider ^ 
this coldly, because several constltu- 1 
tlonnl amendments have been passed 1 
In the last few years without too 
much trouble. 

Amendment Fights 

But let's take a look at those lights. 
For Instance, Ihe first battle to put 
over the Eighteenth amendment. That ] 
should have been a real war. But It I 
wasn't. The fact Is that the wets Just , 
regarded the whole thing as a Joke i 
until enough stntes had ratified to < 
make any remaining fight futile. Even <

000.000 
for the United Kingdom nnd Ire¬ 
land nnd 2 , 000.000 for the rest of 
the world—nnd you have a grand 
total of 101 , 000 . 000 . 

Obviously, no other lnngunge Is 
the everyday tongue of so many peo¬ 
ple. Russian Is spoken ns first 
choice by no more than $ 0 , 000,000

THE CONSTITUTION

* I MIE great reality is that we 
J. arc today a totalitarian social¬ 
istic state and differ in degree, al¬ 
though not in kind, from the govern¬ 
ments of (tcrmnny nnd Italy. It Is true 
that on rare occasion*, as recently In 
the oil cases, the Supreme court will 
remind the congress and the American 
people that a given law Is in violation 
of the Constitution, but such occasion¬ 
al decisions are merely the bubbles 
that rise to the surface when the swim¬ 
mer has sunk for the last time beneath 
the surface of the waves. The fact Is 
that our constitutional form of govern¬ 
ment Is as the Titanic was when it was 
struck by a submerged Ice floe. 

Our Constitution has suffered a like 
wound, but It could still he kept afloat 
If the captain nnd the crew, by which I 
mean the American people, were will¬ 
ing to defend their Constitution at all 
hazards nnd to make nny sacrifice nec¬ 
essary for that purpose. Of that dis¬ 
position I can see no evidence.

Steam Engine Made by 

Watt I* Still Running 

More than 150 years ago James 
Watt built a steam engine for a 
plant nt Firoscley, In Shropshire. It 
must have been about 1773. 

Watt has been dead for many 
years, but the engine Is still work¬ 
ing, probably the oldest operating 
steam engine In the world, says a 
London correspondent of the Detroit 
News. 

The engine was original!) used to 
sink the shaft of what are known 
as “The Deep Pits** at Broseley, nnd 
it has driven the pit cage ever since 
Apart from the fact that It was 
made nr the Broseley foundry, no 
one knows much about the engine. 
But It Is known that the stationary 
engines designed by James Watt 
were being made nr Broseley years 
before the first locomotive was built 
and this is believed to he the last 
working survivor of these engines. 

Every part of It Is cast Iron; cast 
and smelted from Iron ore that was 
mined In the locality. There Ais a 
rust-resisting quality about the 
Broseley Iron made about that time. 
The Iron has never been sheltered, 
l»ut Is ns good as when first cast. 

Only one of the original parts of 
the machine has ever been replaced, 
the piston, a year or two ago. 

For 50 yours the engine was oper¬ 
ated by ore man. Now It Is in 
charge of hlj sou.

f I 'HR National Labor Relations 
1 hill does not encourage any 
employee to join any union against 
his will. It dees net favor nny special 
form of unionism. It does absolutely 
nothing to disturb In any state the now 
existing law as to the legality of the 
closed shop. It does not compel agree¬ 
ments nor dictate their terms. 

It does not legalize nny strike which 
Is now Illegal. It does not vest the 
labor hoard with arbitrary power, but 
merely authorizes the Issuance of or¬ 
ders similar to those of the federal 
trade commission and a host of other 
administrative agencies, all of which 
are enforceable and fully revlewable 
in the Federal courts. The bill confers 
upon workers those rights which em¬ 
ployers now enjoy.

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 

By HAROLD ICKES 
Secretary of the Interior 

I WOULD like to say that no 
man here would go further than 
I, not only in protecting, but in 
fightiug for’ the right of a free press. 
And, by the same token, I hope that ev¬ 
ery man here would go as far as I 
would In Insisting that those equally 
valid and vital rights of free speech 
and free assemblage he given their full 
Intendment. Your right to publish, 
within the limits of the truth, what¬ 
ever you may please about me 
Is no greuter than my right to sny, 
again within the limits of the truth, 
whatever J may please about you. And 
my right to hire a hall or go on the 
air In order to express my opinion 
about you Is not inferior to your right 
to print freely about me. 


REPLACING TAXES 

By SIMEON E. DELANO 
Professor of Economics. 

N SOME communities it has 
been necessary to replace prop¬ 
erty taxes with poll taxes, special 
assessments and special charges for 
police protection, sewage disposal, gar¬ 
bage removal, street lighting and the 
like. Some of these are more of a 
nuisance than an advantage and have 
taken In n new and often Inequitable 
manner many of the savings from limi¬ 
tation plans. The new expedients affect 
various groups differently. Many tax¬ 
payers In the end may find themselves 
worse off than they were before; some 
may get an undeserved benefit, but 
those people who profit by the change 
are not always the small property own¬ 
ers In whose behalf the limitation 
schemes are allegedly proposed. 


The woman suffrage amendment Is 
often mentioned. True, there was 
some very sharp opposition to IL But 
tills opposition came from a very small 
minority, nnd most people who actual¬ 
ly did not like the Idea contented 
themselves with private conversation. 
There was very little violent opposi¬ 
tion, even from the minority opposed. 
Whereas the militant minority In fa¬ 
vor was aggressive and persistent 
On the other linnd, the Issue that 
would be raised by an attempt to 
change the Constitution so as to give 
the federal government the powers 
President Roosevelt would like—the 
powers that the nine Jurists on the 
Supreme court held it lacked at pres¬ 
ent—would provoke a bitter battle in 
every state In the Union. No state 
would ratify virtually by default, as 
Maryland did the Eighteenth amend¬ 
ment. though actually it wus so strong 
ly opposed to prohibition that It would 
never [mss n state enforcement law I 
Roosevelt counts very heavily on the 
nation wide organization, with units In 
every country, which Jim Farley bus 
built. But the tremendous response to 
Senator Borah's radio talk a few 
ulghts ago shows that no fight to en¬ 
large federal powers at this time would 
be a push-over 1

SEEK TO TRACE 
RED INDIANS TO 
RUSSIAN TRIBES 

Likenesses between the former In¬ 
dian sign language of North Amer¬ 
ica and an ancient sign lnnguage 
still understood by tribes In remote 
valleys of the Caucasus mountains. 
In Russia, have been discovered hy 
Prof. N. J. Marr, of the Russian 
Institute of Anthropology at Moscow 
who believes that these may be clues 
to the Asiatic homeland from which 
ancestors of the Amerlrnn Indians 
are believed lo have migrated, says 
the Baltimore Sun. 

When North America llrst was ex 
plored by the white men the vari¬ 
ous tribes of Indians spoke ninny dif¬ 
ferent languages. One Indian or¬ 
dinarily could not understand In¬ 
dians of other tribes, any more than 
persons speaking different modern 
languages enn understand ench other. 

Almost all the Indians understood, 
however, a kind of universal sign 
language consisting of a series of 
standard gestures not unlike the sign 
language used by persons who are 
deaf and dumb. 

Many enrly pioneers nnd army of¬ 
ficers who came Ui close contact 
with the Indians also learned this 
sign lnnguage nnd used It In deal- |

Feed 
both grain uud mush to the pullets 
ou range. 

To cook fruits, add enough water 
to prevent scorching, cook gently until 
tender, and sweeten to taste. To retain 
the slmiie of the fruit cook in n syrup.

' working bank robber now- meets In ply¬ 
ing Ills trade umong small as well as 
i large hanks are dese.ibed by James E 
Baum. Deputy Manager American 
Bankers Association in charge of Its 
Protective Department. In an article in 
"F uklng" published by his organize 
tiou. 

"Protective equipment will minimize 
if nut prevent loss." Mr Baum says, 
"such as the silent automatic type of 
alarm, approved tear gas systems, sev¬ 
eral styles of bandit resisting enclos 
ures and tlmclocks, or safes equipped 
i with tlnielocks. which can be set for 
Intervals of a few minutes. 

"The silent automatic alarms operate 
in the beginning of a holdup and 
through actions carried out by the bank 
employees in obedience to the bandits 
own commands. They are adaptable to 
the smaller banks which continue to be 
easiest targets for bank robbery. 

Tear Gas Systems 

“Tear gas systems have their advau- 
"agea as self-contained protective units 
there outside aid is inconvenient or 
>o remote from the bank to be effec 
lire. One objection to the use of tear 
ms in preventing holdup is the need oi 
i easing a lever or button to disebargi 
' Although this necessary action seems 
"i much to expect of the victims in a 
i lels where their lives are in Jeopard) 
Hie fact remains that tear gas systems 
live defeated bank robbery. Its de 
' rent value la also Important. 
"Different styles of bandit resisting 
uclosuros are available. The lock man 
ufacturers also produce tlmelocks 
which can be set to open at intenvals of 
live minutes or longer. These locks are 
especially adapted for attachment to 
small safes or chests for safeguarding 
surplus funds while the bank Is open 
far business."

Tills 
Is usually a false saving, for a low- 
priced ration Is not necessarily tlie 
most economical. It is doubtful if it 
would be good Judgment on tlie part of 
anyone to sacrifice n proved ration 
simply because It has advanced In 
price, unless a satisfactory substitute 
I can be found costing less money. 

Kinds of Lighting for

While electric lights nre Ideal for 
use in tlie poultry house, other forms 
of lighting such ns kerosene, gasoline [ 
gas, or acetylene may be used with 
satisfaction. It Is not necessary to ' 
use a strong light to obtain satisfac¬ 
tory results, says E. M. Funk, of the 1 
Missouri College of Agriculture.

will provide sufficient Illumination 
Two lights 10 feet apart should be used 
la 20 hy 20 poultry houses. Tlie light 
should he arranged so that the roosts 
will lie Illuminated, otherwise tin- 
birds may fall to leave tln-m.

MISSING METEORITE 

“WENT UP IN SMOKE” 

Experiments on living rllle bullets. 
Intended to explain the mysterious nh- 
*»*nce nf the gigantic ntul supposedly 
valuable meteorite which several min¬ 
ing expeditions have hunted under- 
n**nth the famous (\»on Hutto crater in 
Arizona, have h>*i>n reported by l’rof. 

' . C. Wylie, of the University of I own. 
Whnt happened to the meteorite, Fro- 
:• ssit Wylie’s bullets toll him. Is that 
i.early nil of it exploded into pnse.s 
ii d dust ns n result of Its ^rent speed 
rid enormous energy of impact when 
It struck. 

Calculations show that the speed of 
»ny large meteorite when It strikes the 
ground must he nt least a mile or two 
a second and may he several miles a 
-••cond. Experiments with bullets can 
he made only up to speeds a little more 
than 4,000 feet a second, hut even nt 
this speed i'rofessor Wylie Hnds that 
• •rdinnry small bullets made of soft 
I'-ad will knock pice."* ,>ut of the strong- 
> -t armor plate. What happens Is that 
the metallic lead of the bullet is turned 
instantly into gas by >t* energy of ini 
pact so that tli" hull "t explodes like so 
much nitroglycerin. 

This explosion literally blasts pieces 
out of tho armor plate. Professor Wy¬ 
lie believes that this is what happened 
when the giant Arizona meteorite ( 
struck. Most of it exploded Instantly 
Into gaseous Iron, blowing out tin* 
wide, deep crater which still exists am! 
scattering over the surrounding coun¬ 
try the hundreds of small iron frag 
ments which searchers already have 
picked up.

BIG TREE CRASHES 
IN YOSEMITE PARK 

A jn-pat crater In the ground marks 
il‘e spot In Yosemite National park | : 
where tho famous Stable Tree, one of 1 
Yosemite,' giant sequoias, stood hut a I 
short time ago; and the treo Itself, 
striped of Its lluilis In fulling hut with 
its trunk Intact for three-quarters of ; 
Its length, lies stretched along tlic i 
ground. At the time of Its fall which ! 
curiously enough occurred during a , 
period of absolute calm although ti J 
heavy windstorm had swept the area 
in which it stood two days earlier, the 
tree was 2C9 feet high, measured 29'i 
feet in diameter nt its base and some 
of Its branches were ns much ns three ] 
feet thick. It was estimated to hnve 
been 2,000 years old. 

A great Are scar in its side so large 
that horses used to be stabled in it in 1 
stage coach days, was responsible for 
the name by which tho tree has be¬ 
come well known. The weakening in¬ 
fluence of this same scar, made nenrly ( 
200 years ago, is believed largely re¬ 
sponsible for the tree’s recent crash. ,

Mental Efficiency Lowered By 
Unwise Menus, Says Scientist 


F ' you work in an office or earn 
yonr living by any other kinds of 
mental work, you will do well to 
guard yourself against becoming 
a victim of brain anemia. Brain 
anemia, according to Dr. Donald A. 
Laird, Director ot the Psychological 
Laboratory. Colgate University, Is a 
condition which afflicts large num¬ 
bers of mental workers and one 
which definitely lowers their men¬ 
tal efficiency. 

The condition 1 b one that, without 
being recognized by name, is famil¬ 
iar to many office executives and 
workers as the post-luncheon men¬ 
tal sluggishness which results al¬ 
most universally in low production 
by office workers during the early 
afternoon. At the recent convention 
of tho National Office Management 
Association, Dr. Laird described his 
Just completed research investiga¬ 
tion of this condition and possible 
remedies lor it. 

The series ot experiments direct¬ 
ed by Dr. Laird extended over a 
period of 24 days. Eight young men 
accustomed to muotal work were 
used as subjects. The subjects ate 
their noon meals in the laboratory. 
On halt of the days, scattered Ir¬ 
regularly through the 24-day period, 
they were served a fairly heavy 
meal. On the other days they were 
given a light lunch consisting of a 
ready-to-eat cereal such as corn 
flakes, with milk; and a light des¬ 
sert. 

Specially devised laboratory equip¬ 
ment was employed to measure the 
subjects' mental efficiency after the 
two types of lunches. After the 
light lunch their minds worked with 
( per cent more speed and 25 per 
cent more accuracy than after the 
heavier meals. The difference tn 
the ability of the subjects to keep 
their attention from fluctuating was 
even more marked. There wtjre 
nearly 70 per cent more lapses tn 
attention after the heavier meat 
than after the light cereal lunch 
“Our experiments ahowed con¬ 
clusively." Dr. Laird said, “that the 
cause of the mental sluggishness 
which afflicts many office work era 
In the ea/ly afternoon Is a condition 
at brain anemia, due to the tact 
that the demands placed upon the 
digestive organs cause them to 
draw blood away from the brain la 
order to meet these demands We 
hsve also showed 'that the atsns 
effects off this coadMoa are
